IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 


Discussed by the Business Men of the 
City. Edmonton and the Railway 


Qnestion 


The annual generai meeting of the 
Board of Trade was held in the Coun- 
cil Chamber yesterday afternosn. 
Among those present were President 
Morris, Secretary Tims and Messrs. 
Mercer. NicDougall, Gariepy, Weeks, 
Fraser, Clarke, Stewart, Taylor, Me- 
George, Campbell and Mills. A dele-1 
gation composed * of Mayo! 
Short and Councillors Cushing, Fras- 
er, May and

Picard were present 


The first business taken up was a 
communication from the Windsor 
Board of Trade embodying a resolu- 
tion recently passcd by that Board 
favoring Government control and op- 
eration of the telephone systems of 
the country. The Edmonton Board 
were aSked to put themselves on re- 
cord by passing a similar resolution 
if they saw fit. The Board decided 
that the question was one which 
should be fully discussed before any 
decisive action was taken. 

Secretary Tims gave a verbal re- 
port of J. L. Porte’s visit to the To- 
ronto Exhibition in charge of a dis- 
play of the products of the Edmonton 
district. In connection with this 
the Pourd of Trade passed resolutions 
thanking the donors of the different 
products that went to make up the 
exhibit. 

The next matter of business dis- 
cussed by the Board was the possible 
early entering of the city by the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway. The C. P. R. 
is anxious to get a footing in Edmon- 
ton and it is reported is endeavor- 
ing to obtain running rights over the 
Edmonton, Yukon and Pacific rail- 
way. The Canadiun Northern is said 
to be anxious to commence grading 
operations carly in the spring from 
Edmonton eastward. This would be 
very important to Edmonton as it 


would tend to work up a wholesale 


trade for this city. it was then 
moved by W. &. Weeks, seconded by 
A. B. Campbeli 

That Mr. Petcrs of the C. P. R. 
be asked to ebtain from the C. P. R. 
Company the lowest possible rate on 
stecl and timber for MacKenzie and 
Mann, in order that zrading and the 
laying of track may be commenced 
from here as ‘soOn as nossible in the 
spring.”

The follewing further motion in 
connection with the same matter was 
moved by J. A. McDougall and sec- 
onded by W. H. Clarke: 

“That this Board thinking it to be 
in the interests of the city, wishes 
to put itself on record as being in fa- 
vor of union stations, ete., con- 
sOlidating railway business and fur- 
ther desires that the city Council 
bear this in mind when dealing with 
future rdilway companies.” 

This concluded the regular business 
of the Board of Trade and Mayor 
Short, on behalf of the City Council, 
was then heard. A meeting had been 
arranged for between tie City Council 
and F. W. Morse, Ist Vice President 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific railway 
company, for next Tuesday in Chicago 
to discuss. the terms upon which the 
railway will come to Edmonton and 
erect their car shops here. The send- 
ing of a delegation provoked a great 
deal of discussion. Ft was the unani- 
mous feeling of the meeting that the 
site asked fer by the G. T. P. should 
not be used for railroad purposes. 
The discussion was embodied in the 
following resolution, moved by W. 
H. Clarke and seconded by J. H. Gar- 
iepy : 

“That the Board of Trade endorse 
the idea of sending a delegation to 
meet the G. TF. P. officials in Chicazo 
and that in the opinion of the Board 
the better way to make a bargain 
would be to give the railway company 
a bonus, provided that thay gusran- 
tee that Edmonton should be on the 
main line and that the divisional 
shops sheuld be located here; further 
that the delegates endeavor to make 
a definite agreement with the railway 
cOmpany and tbat the delegates urge 
for a union station.” Carried. 

Mayer Short and F. Oliver, M. P.. 
were named as the delegation to in- 
terview the G. T. P. railway auther- 
ities in Chicago. 

The meeting then adjourned.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
Minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting & 
ane 26, 

| steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
| ets for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 

any person who is the sole head of 4 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
| steader desires, he may, on applica- 

| tion to the Minister of the Interior, 

Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 

gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
i} who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
Visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form -the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
apon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years, lage 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 

such person residing with the father 
or mother. - 

(3) If a settler has cbtained a pat- 
ent. for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has bis permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity ef his home 
stead, the requirementa of thia Act 
asa to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon saia iand. 

[The term “vicinity used above ie 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler who availa himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, muat 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings for their e#esommodation, 
cultivate 30 acres of hie homestead, 
ana have besides 80 acres substan- 
fenced.
